STATEMENT or OBJECTS axp REASONS. 


Tux object of this Bill is tooreate an Office of Offi- 
cial Trustee, and to provide securities for the due ful. 
filment of its duties. It is principally intended for 
the relief of Europeans holding property in India, 
and for the reliof of both Europeans and Natives 
holding propbrty in the Presidency Towas, The Bill 
is so framed as to be applicable to Trusts governed by 
English Taw, but other Trusts are not expresdy 
excluded from its benefits. 

English Law, as a general rule, conaiders a Trust 
an arrangement between friends, and therefore forbids 
the Trustee to receive remuneration beyond his actual 
expenses, In India, however, the frequent changes 
in European society render it difficult or impossible 
to find private Trustees who: can be depended: upon 
to remain long enough to discharge: the duties of 
Trusteo for any considerable period, and thus the 
primary objects of a Trust, séability and regularity, are 
defeated. ‘The proper remedy scents to be. to ereste 
an office of Public Trustee With perpetual suecedsicn, 
so thet a change in the incumbenoy ‘shall not affect 
the duties. With respect to such » Trustee, the prin- 
ciple which denies remuneration to Trustees must of 
course be waived, 

‘The principle of the Bill has been already recog- 
nized in a Law (Act XVII of 1848), which enabled 
the Supreme Court to vest ‘Truet-money in pne of its 
own Officers who was to be remunerated by @ per- 
centage. ‘This Act is, however, very briefly framed; 
it does not create an Office of Official Traatee, 
applies oul to tae su48 af & Trust hoe ost 
which is likely to fail from the Tragtes huing gone 
out of the.

‘The “Bill,” in defining the duties of the Official 
‘Trustee and regulating the mechanism of his Office, 
follows in many parts the model of the Administrator 
General's Act, which ix understood to have worked on 
the whole exceedingly well Ti.e security to be given 
by the Official Trustee is to be determined by the 
Chief Justice who is to appoint him. It is difficult 
) conjecture before hand what property will be con- 
fided to him, and therefore what security should be 
required from him. As regards the remuneration he 
isto receive, his percentage on Trast money trans- 
ferred to him by the High Court has been settled 
partly with reference to the Administrator General’s 
remuneration, and partly by reference to the charges 
of mercantile houses. Very diverse opinions are found 
to prevail on the point. which will doubtless be much 
discussed in Beleot Cornmittes. 

Under Section VII1, when the Qfficis! Trustee 
undertakes a Trust from its commencement, he ia tu 
agree with the intending author of the ‘Trust as to the 
rate of bis remuneration, which must be recited in the 
Trust-dood. As Trusts are of alt degrocs of com- 
plexity, t¢. seems impossihle to lay down any scale of 
remuneration which shall be applicable to all. It in 
desirable too not to place the Oficial Trustee under 
any temptation to decline Trusts on the ground that 
tho prescribed remuneration ig not likely to compen. 
sate him for the difficulties or risks which are sought 
to be imposed on him.

In such cases a Report will be 
Surnished by the Principal of the Engineering 
College, epecitying in detail the vature of the 
qualifications possessed by the candidate in this 
respect, and it will rest with the Government of 
India to decide whether the qualifications of the 
candidate as described in the Report which 
will be submitted for perusal with the usual 
certificate of qualification in the other sub-

Simultaneously with a large influx 6f dais. ae coapaged with thg preceding six months, Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State, consequent on the inhpieved position’of the Finances of India, hns, from 
week to week, drawn heavily on the General Tregpury py th sal@ of Supply Bills in ligiidation of Tome 
disbursements. These Supply Bills are the ssine in effect os an addition to the ordinary. apecie remit. 
tances received from abroad. 


Within the same period the Bank mp purchased, on t of Government, and partly for the 
Head Commissioner of Currency, nearly one.crore and a quarter of the public debt. Payment of the 
purchase price necessarily liberated a corresponding amount of*tapital, and matcriully contrivuted to the 
maintenance of low rates of interest. . 


From these combined causes, as wéll as from the exceptionally high prices realizedron imported 
goods, and for some of the leadingy artidfel of export, an unusually large amount of capital was thrown 
on the market, and great difliculty was experienced in finding temporary employment for it. Moncy at 
call during the greater portion of the half-yeag-was obtainable at rates somewhat lower than those 
charged by the Bank. Tho Directors, however, did not deem it expedient, nor fur the interest of tho 
Bank, to lower thg Iypan rates ynder five ‘ad a half per cent. 


The Bank’s #perations gor the past six months at the Head Office and Branches yield a clear profit 
of Rupees 8,26,860-7-9, 
ert 
From this amount te Directors have set: aside a sum sufficient to pay a dividend at the rate of 
fifteen per cent. per annum free of Income Tux, and have ordered the-balance, amounting to Rupeck 
2,542-5, to be carried forward go the credit of Profil and Loss Account. 


Before the Books were closed for the half-year the Directors, having regard to the ostablishod 
market value of Government Securitie; sfded the sum of Iupees 3,01,937-8 to the Bank’s investments, 
which are chiefly held in the five und ahalf per eents. The whole of fhe ubove sum has been trans- 
ferred to gredit of the Reserve Fund, which now amounts to Rupoes 19, 7Q$72-13, 


The aggregate value of tho investments is still, however, nearly two lucg under their market prive, 
calculated according to the prevailing rates. 


‘The Directors have the satisfaction of informing the Pfoprietors that the Branches continue to 
Progress satisfactorily, and that arrangements are being made for immediately establishing two addi- 
‘tioust Agencies in the North-Western Provintes. ‘fhe, Directors, ‘duriag tha past six months, have 
purchased cligible Banking premisos'i ‘in Mirzapore, Benaros, and Dacca, and are’ uboat cntering into a 
‘eqotrapt: Agr tha, exgction of suitpble Buildings in Rangoon. ‘Tho Direotors have to add in conclusion 
‘that the amount of Securities trapsferred from Goveramerit, aud of those held Yor ordinary constituents 
the, Agency’ Depaitment, is néecly eight erures.

Tars Bill is intended to introduce into the English 
Law of Property as applied in India a number of ime 
provements which have from time to timo been offeet. 
ed in that law by the Statutes known as Lord St. 
Leonard's Acts. The exnct limits of the English Law 
of Property in India do not sesm to have aver been 
accurately “ascertained. But there can be so doubt 
that, through the purchase of land under the waste 
Innd rules, and through its ncquisition by Englishmen 
in the Mofussil on tenures analogous to fee-simple, 
those limits must be constantly enlarging themselves, 
If in cases to which English law is applicable the 
conveyances by Which rights are transferred are briefl 
or hastily framed, somo of the provisions of this Til 
will probably be found of spocial utility. 

‘There may uot appear to be much obvious connece 
tion between many of the subjects affucted by the Bill, 
put this miscellaneous character belongs alto to the 
English Statutes on which the Bill is founded, which 
were not directed to the general re-construction of any 
one department of Jaw. ‘fhe object of the learned 
author of these Statutes seems rather to have been to 
apply remedies to various defects which the practical 
working of the English law of property has disclosed, 
and to mitigate inconveniencos which experience han 
shewn to porpetually occasioned by errors and 
omissions in legal instruments. 

Much of tho Bill refers to improvements of a 
wholly technical character, but attention must be 
drawn to one or two points, on which the chatgas pro- 
posed to be effected are of considerable importance, 

By Section VI every mortage deed will bo liable , 
to be construed as if it conferred on the mortgagee 
a power to xell the mortgaged property if the interest 
secured be in arrear for six months. Or the mortgages 
may, if he prefers it, in the like ovent appoint or ob- 
tain the appointment of a Receiver, who will collect 
the rents and profits of the property aud apply them 
to the payment of overdue interest, paying over the 
balance to the mortgagor.

wise, the same public notices which, in the cage of an 
administration suit, the High Court would direct to be 
given, Having done this, and having satisfied the 
dlaima which have been preferred within a cortain 
interval after the notices, he will be discharged from 
further liability. 

It has been found useful in England to permit 
Trustee, Executors, and Administrators to apply in 
a summary way for the advice and guidanee of the 
Comt of Chancery. A power to make upplications of 
this nature to tho High Court is given by Section 
XLIIL of this Bill. 

The English Statutes which in this Bill arc console 
jdated and adapted to this country are 22 and 23 Vie., 
Chap. 35 (An Act to furthor amend the Law of Pev- 
perty and fo relieve Trustecs), and 23 and 24 Vic., Chap.

Reap a letter from the Officiating Civil Par. 
Master, Fort William, No. 14, dated the 6th July 
1863, enquiring, with referewea to the new Rules 
for leave of absence to Uncovenanted Servants, 
whether a Deputy Magistrate who bas been 
absent twice on sick leave for short period, 
amounting in the aggregate to six months and 
eight days, is to be denied further leave, or to be 
allowed leave without pay on the third occasion 
of his applying for Medical leave for three months, 
on the ground that, by the new Rules, sick leave 
for three years has to be taken in neither more 
nor Jess than two periods. 

Resorution.~The Hon’ble the President in 
Council observes that, under the strict letter of 
the Rules for leave of absence to Uncovenanted 
Officers recently promulgated, an Uncovenanted 
Officer may be allowed leave of absence, on 
Medical Certificate, for a third period, dat without 
any alivwanver. Bat His Honor in Council, having 
no doubt that the limitation of sick leave to 
two periods with allowances was intended by the 
Secretary of State tp apply only to casex of leave 
of absence to England or to places beyond Indian 
limits, is pleas ordingly to rule that leave of 
absence, on Medical Certificate, taken for short 
periods by Uneovenanted Olficers withiu Indian 
limits ehall not bur a further leave of abyenee 
either in India or elsewhere, provided that the 
whole of the periods of absence shall not exceed 
three years during their entire service under 
Government. The allowances to be given during 
such Medical Jeaves shall be regulated by the 
existing Rules for sick Jenve, that is to say, haif 
salary not exceeding £600 a year shall Le given 
during the first fifteen’ months taken from time to 
time, and afier the complotion of fifteen months 
one-fourth of salfry not exceeding £300 per 
annum for all other periods up to tho limit of 
three years, :
